inthe middle ofcight inches ouer,and with a white in CH 
the middle ef the blacke of two inches oucr dyameter, — 
and to cxerciſe the trained ſhot firſt ro ſhoote thercat pelerhole 
withoutarelt, & after ſome perteQion obtained, then _ 
to traine them with areſt to ſhoote, to make them kil- 
ling Birders from a wall, or fiomaloope hole. 

10 Thirdly,the armcd men are nor only to be trai- 


ned to bedrawa readily into good order of battell,out

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order ofmarch , according vnto the ſtrongeſt order of 
fight in the field: bur.alfo ; @9 are to be trained and in- 
ſtructed ynto the order of batrell firreſt tor the defence 
of a breach, xvhich is, not to haue ſer in barrell aboue 
foure or five ranks of armed pikes to front the entrance 
ofthe breach, cucry ranke thicke and cloſcly ſer roge- 
ther, thereby ro ouctbeare and repulle their enemies, 
thogh in euery ranke(according to the widenes of the 
Entrance of the breach)it may tal out that there muſt 
bee contained one 100. or peraduenture 200, armed 
men : as for example note the figure hereafter tnſuing. 
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11 By the figure here before demonſtrated, you do fee 


the forme of a breach made in the wall ofa towne, and 
you 


= 
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you may percciue the forme of a g_ trench iut- 
ting or butting of the town {ide to the ſaid wall, which 
ſquare trench may be made, if necd be,by the diſcretion 
of the General], and to be vſed as hereatter followeth : 

12 The Generall may caule paſlages ouer he faide 
treach ro be made for the pikemen & bil men,of flight 
planks that may be ſodainly remoucd and drawn into 
the rowneward,it che ſaid pikemen ſhall by the furious 
aſlaulr ofrhe enemies be driucn firſt to retire, or ifthe 
Generall ſhall find himſelfe ſtrong enough within the 
town,or if the enemies without the town ſhal ſcem ro 
faint in the aſſaulr,thereby to incourage the encmies to, 
enter the breach to their owne diſtruction : but in this 
cale the matter muſt be ordered as followeth : 

13 There muſt he placed inward at the two corners 
of the ſaide trench, ar cch corner two or three peeces of 
great ordonance charged with haileſhot, or with chain 

ot to flanke the enemies croſle-wile, that ſhall enter 
the breach, and in the backe part to the towneward of 
the faide trench,within the {aide trench, and out of the 
playing ofthe great ordonance, your {mall ſhot muſt 

aid and'placcd as thicke as can be, and behind them to 

the rownward,the pikes retired oucr the trench, muſt 
ſer thElclues thick inward vpon the edge ofthe trench, 
not only to defend the ſhot 'in the trench , buralſo ro 
re(i{t the enemies entrance into the trench , and more 
ſtrongly to repulle rheir paſſage over the trench, 

14 Allo in the ſame trench turned croſle co the wall 
wardc, outof the danger of playing of the greazon 
donance , you may place your ſmall ſhot as thicke as 
you can to gall the firſt carrers and their followers 1n 
their entry of the breach , and alſo becauſe thorow the 
F 2 intek- 
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interruption of the trench to the enemies, one ranke 
of pikes is ſutticient ro bee placed vpon the edge of the 
trench bchinde the ſhot: thertore you ſhall have pikes 
enow to backe and defend your ſhotin this caſe euery 
way, but it you ſhall haue any moe ſpare pikes, it 1s 
good to place them 1n the backe of the pikes thar ſtand 
yponthe edge of the trench that fronteth the breach, 
and to 1ncourage your ſinall ſhot to doe their partcs 
valiantly, and allo to make them ready ro execute vpon 
the enemy in their retire, it they be repulſcd, it is good 
to weapon euery of your ſhot with a blacke bill, beſide 
his hargabuſh, and ſpccially in a trench, his blacke bill 
may cabily and readily lie by him.

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16 As forexample, ſuppoſe that one hundred foul- 
dicrs bee a futfhcient number to watch nightly ,.the 
rownecommitted ro a Coronell Generall, then ic fol- 
lowerh, thatif the fayd Generall haue ſcuen hundred 
ſouldiers in garmon tor the rowne , their watch and 
warde will come about but once a weeke,, but if the 
fayde Generall hauc but fiue hundred ſouldiers in gat- 
riſon for the rowne, then it 1t be conuenient that one 
hundred ſoudiers ſhall watch cucric night ,the Gene- 
rall muſt driue them to watch curric fifth nighr, but if 
ſcuentic and one ſouldiers bee a ſufficient number to 
watch cucrie night, then their watch and warde will 
come about bur qnce a weeke,ani there are three ſpare 
men oneclic.Ir is necellary that the captaine & his licu- 
renant,8% all his officers do vþo the ſtroke of the drutn, 
afrcr the trumpet hauc ſounded tothe Watch owe gate, 
to march before night to the Marker place with the 
watch for that night, and there to make a ſtand watch, 
and rhen to make adiuided watch for the walles , and 
alſo from the ſtande watch in the Market place,the go- 
ucraour of the watch ( which ought to bee the Cap- 
tainc or his Licutcaant)muſt cucric houre ofthe night 
at the leaſt, ſend two together ro ſearch the watch vp- 
on the walles , and finding in the ſearch any k699; ; 

1a {leeping, they ought to f1gnifie the ſame foorth- 
with to the gouernor of the watch, tor ſleeping in the 
wartch,among other things 1s death, vnleſle the Gene- 
ra}l do 1udge more tauourably of it. 

18 As touching the releaſe otche watch, our Eng- 
liſh order hath beene not to relcaſe by chaunging of 
the watch ynrill day light 1u the morning , at' what 
timethe warde for the day docth cometorcleaſe the

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watch. Bur the Almans orderis to releaſe the watch 
berweene 12,0f the clocke and oneof the clock euery 
night,vhich order isa great caſc in long nights,ro the 
watchmen that begin the watch,and it will auoid the 
danger that may followe by ſleeping of the watch in 
the night,and in theſe caſes the Generali may vic his 
diſcretion as the time and oportrunity fhall moue him, 
and as for auoiding of frayes aud other diſorders in the 
watch, orin the warde, either by garriſon men, or 
rowneſmen,the lawes marſkal well exccured,after the 
publiſhing thereof, will amend, rhe faults: 


Touching the Generall his order, for the vſcof 


his great Ordonanceplaced in the flankers 
of his Bulwarkeg. 


19 TlIrſt, he doth conſider that the flankers of the 
bulwarks of a town of war (being wel made & 
wel vſcd)arc the ſpecialſtrengrh tor defence of 

the ame town, tor no enemic from without the town 

can make any breach to be aſſaulted in any part of any 
bulwarke,or 1n any part of any curten wall berwcene 
rwo bulwarkes , bur the aſſaulters of that breach muſt 
palle within the dead]y and extreme danger ofthe (aid 

Aankers,if the ſaid flankers ſhall nor be firſt damned(as 

they call it) by the encmic. 

20 Therc are onely two wayes for the enemieto 
damnetheflankers aforclaid, & tac one of thoſe waies 
a $ki] full General of a towne may defeat & diſappoint, 
and the other of thoſc waies of damning the ſaid flatt- 
kers is ſo chargeable and ſo troubleſome, and asketh ſo 
great a [pending of time,that yeric ſeldome ir is put in 
vre or in practiic. 


21 The 
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21 The chargeable,troubleſome, and tedious way 
ofdamaing ofthe laide flankers is , when the encmic 
without, will be at the charge to caric before him tho- 
row theinfinite labor of pioners,as it were mountains 
of carth,nor only ſufficient rofill the ditch, bur alſo ſuf- 
ſufficient to raiſe hils of carth of great thicknes of cuc- 
ry {ide of their paſſage way forcibly(by Fioners) raiſed 
and made of great breadth ouer the ſaid ditch,andche 
hils of earth to bee raiſed on euery fide of this broade 
way to be made in & ouer theditch,thoſe hils muſt be 
ſo thicke,on each fide of this brode way, that the can- 
nos inthe ſaid flankers cannot pierſe thorow the ſaid 
hils of earth to impeach cheir ſoldiers 1n palsing of the 
brode way made ouer the ditch againſt a breach ſor- 
merly made for catrance by aſſault into the ſaid rown, 
And moreouer,ifthe ground withour the faid rowne 
of war be very low ground, and neare to water in the 
digging therof: then itjs almoſt impoſſible for the e- 
nemy(by neuer lo great charge) tocary ſuch moiitains 
and maſles of carth beforc him todo as betore is ſaid. 

22 Now the other more eaſy, and more yſuall waz 
ro damne vp the aid flankers(ifrhey be not wel made, 
or the ordonance therin nor well yſed)1s as folowerh. 
The cnemy will plant his great ordonance, at or be- 
yond the outmoſt point of the bppolite bul warke to 
che flanker that he meaneth to beate and to damne vp 
from ſhooting the canon from that flanker, And ſo the 
enemie planting his great ordonanice, lic may calllic 
beatc downe the loope-holes', and the walles thercot, 
that are oppolite-and lie open to his aid great ordo- 
nance. And wichal if any great ordonance be ſuffred by 


the gencral ofthe town to remain in the loop-holes of 
the ſaid.

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Gyde flankers,or in the place,berweene the ſhoulder, 
otherwiſe called the Colion of that Bulwarke and 
Flanker,and the Curten of that Flanker toyning to the 
rownewarde ( which place lyeth open and oppoſite to 
the ordonance of the enemic planted, as before is ſaid) 
then the enemy will caſilie beate and breake the great 
Ordonance lying in that place of rhe ſaid Flanker, and 
ſo the ſayde Flanker is peraduenture damned yp, and 
ſtopped from ſhooting.

24 VVherevponit ftolloweth,thar the Generall of 
the rowne muſt foreſce that if his flankers hane not 
their coucred bredth and lengrh aforeſaid,the ſaid flan- 
kers being ſubicCt to þatteric by land, that then he doe 
cauſe the ſaid flankers to be made broder into rhe bul- 
warke ward to be coucred with the ſhoulder,as before 
is aid. The which inlarging of the breadth of the flan- 
ker,may ſoone be done with a fewe pioners,ro caſt yp 
the earth of that fide of the flanker {wn is to be coue- 
red with the ſaid ſhoulder, and then to make a wall of 
poſts an1 boords of thag fidero holde vp the carth, and 
ſo tocaſt earth againe cloſe ro the backe of that wall of 
poſts and boords aforeſaid. 

25 Now when the flankers are thus inlarged & co- 
uered with the ſhoulder of the bulwark atorcſaid:then

'26 Hereafter followerth a demonſtration of two 
bulwarks with their flankers,and one ofthe flankers is 
bartered,as it were to be damned yp,by the ſuppolal of 
the enemte,but you may mark the great ordonace reti- 
red into a couercd place in the flanker, in ſuch ſorr as if 
" the encmicdo offer to guean aſſault, cither to the bat- 
red curte of the bulwrak, or to the battcred curten be- 
eweene the two bulwarks, forthwith the couered great 
ordonance in the battered flanker,is ready to be drawn 
forch into the face of the flanker againc, to flanke the 
aſlaulters terribly. 
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Now for ſtronger repulle of theſe aſſaulters of theſe 
breeches,the coronell generall of the rowne,it need be, 
may cauſe a like tcench as before is demonſtrated to be 
made in the front of the breach,and with alikereturne 
ofthat trench ro:paſſe cloſe ro the wall on both.
